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REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE 

1. the Chairman of the Joint Committee to which the Bill 
further to amend the Visva-Bharati Act, 1951, was referred, having 
been authorised by the Joint Committee to submit the Report on 
its behalf, present this Report of the Committee with the Bill, as 
amended by the Committee, annexed thereto. 

2. The Bill was introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the 23rd 
March, 1978. The motion for reference of the Bill to Joint Com¬ 
mittee of the Houses was moved in the Rajya Sabha by Dr. Pratap 
Chandra Chunder, the then Minister of Education, Social Welfare 
and Culture, on the 25th July, 1978, and was adopted by the House 
the same day. (Appendix I) 

3. The motion was transmitted to the Lok Sabha on the 26th 
July, 1978. The Lok Sabha concurred with the motion on the 31st 
August, 1978; and the message from the Lok Sabha was reported 
to the Rajya Sabha the same day. (Appendix II) 

4. The Committee held 12 meetings; of these, three meetings 
(on die 17th, 18th and 19th. January, 1979) were held at Calcutta 
with the permission of the Chairman, Rajya Sabha and the rest 
at New Delhi. (Appendix X) 

5. At its first meeting held on the 5th September, 1978, the 
Committee decided that a press communique be issued inviting views 
and suggestions from individuals, organisations and institutions 
interested in the subject matter of the Bill. A press communique 
was accordingly issued on the 6th September, 1978. (Appendix 
V) 

6. Fifty-seven memoranda containing views, comments and 
suggestions on the provisions and various aspects of the Bill were 
received by the Committee from several individuals, organisations 
and institutions. (Appendix VII) 

7. The Committee decided at its meeting held on the 5th Sep¬ 
tember, 1978 that the following be approached to give their views 
on the Bill:— 

(i) Vice-Chancellors of all the Universities in India; 

(ii) Sahitya Academy, Sangeet Natak Academy and Lalit 
Kala Academy; 

(iii) Eminent persons who have been associated with the Visva- 
Bharati; and 

(iv) Various institutions engaged in propagation of the ideals 
of Gurudev Rabindranath Tagore.

8. The Committee decided to invite witnesses to given oral evi¬ 
dence on the Bill and authorised the Chairman to issue invitations. 

The Chairman requested members of the Committee and the 
representatives of the Ministry of Education to suggest names of 
persons, organisations and institutions to be invited to give oral 
evidence before the Committee. 

9. The Committee heard the evidence tendered by 20 witnesses. 
(Appendix VIII) 

10. To make a comparative study of the functioning of various 
institutions in the country similar to Visva-Bharati, the Committee 
visited:— 

(i) Kalakshetra and educational institutions under the Besant 

Centenary Trust at Madras on the 28th June, 1979; and 

(ii) The Gandhigram Rural Institute, Gandhigram, District 
Madurai on the 29th and 30th June, 1979. 

Study notes on the Committee’s visits to the above institutions 
are appended to the Report. (Appendix IX) 

11. The Sixth Lok Sabha was dissovled on the 22nd August, 
1979, before the Committee could complete its deliberations. 

12. The Seventh Lok Sabha was constituted on the 21st Janu¬ 
ary, 1980. 

13. A fresh motion for reference of the Bill to a Joint Com¬ 
mittee of the Houses was moved in the Rajya Sabha on the 20th 
November, 1980 by Shri S. B. Chavan, the then Minister of Edu¬ 
cation and Social Welfare and Culture and was adopted by the 
House the same day. (Appendix III) 

14. The motion was transmitted to the Lok Sabha on the 24th 
November, 1980 and the Lok Sabha concurred with the motion of 
the Rajya Sabha on the 23rd December, 1980 (Appendix IV). 
The message from the Lok Sabha was reported to the Rajya Sabha 
on the 24th December, 1980. 

15. The Committee held 28 meetings, of these, one meeting 
(on the 4th February, 1981) was held at Calcutta; three meetings 
(on the 5th, 6th and 7th February, 1981) at Santiniketan; and 
one meeting (on the 4th July, 1983) at Ootacamund and the rest 
at New Delhi. (Appendix XI) 

16. At its first meeting held on the 9th January, 1981 the 
Committee decided that all the memoranda received and oral evi¬ 
dence recorded by the earlier Committee be treated as part of 
memoranda received and oral evidence recorded by the present 
Committee. 

17. The Committee also decided that a fresh press communique 
be issued inviting views and suggestions from individuals, organi¬ 
sations and institutions interested in the subject matter of the Bill 
and this was accordingly issued on the 9th January, 1981. (Appendix 

VI) 
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18. Twenty fresh memoranda containing the views, comments 
and suggestions on the provisions and various aspects of the Bill 
were received by the Committee from individuals, organisations 
and institutions (Appendix VII) 

19. The Committee also decided to invite witnesses to give 
oral evidence on the Bill and authorised the Chairman to invite 
them for the purpose. The Chairman requested Members also 
to suggest names of persons or associations to • be invited to give 
oral evidence before the Committee. 

20. The Committee heard the evidence tendered by 21 wit¬ 
nesses. (Appendix VIII) 

21. To make a comparative study of the functioning of various 
institutions in the country similar to Visva-Bharati, the Committee 
visited Gujarat Vidyapith, Ahmedabad and Gandhi Vidyapitfi, 
Vedchhi (Surat), from 30th July to 1st August, 1981. A study note 
on the Committee’s visit to these institutions is appended to this 
Report. (Appendix IX) 

22. To study the functioning of the various Departments of 
Visva-Bharati, the Committee visited Visva-Bharati, Santiniketan 
from 10th to 12 th February, 1983. A study note on the Com¬ 
mittee’s visit to Santiniketan is appended to this Report. (Appen¬ 
dix IX) 

23. The Committee was to present its Report to the House by 
the last day of the Hundred and Eighteenth Session of the Rajya 
Sabha. The Committee was, however, granted seven extensions of 
time: to the last day of the Hundred and Nineteenth Session; to 
the last day of the Hundred and Twentieth Session; to the last 
day of the Hundred and Twenty-first Session; to the last day of 
the Hundred and Twenty-second Session; to the last day of 
the Hundred and Twenty-third Session; to the last day of the 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Session, and to the last day of the 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh Session of the Rajya Sabha. 

24. The Committee considered and adopted the Draft Report 
ait its meeting held on the 4th July, 1983. 

25. The Committee decided that the evidence recorded 
by both the earlier and present Committee should be laid on the 
Table of both the Houses and that a set of memoranda received 
by both the earlier and the present Committee from various indivi¬ 
duals, organisations and institutions be placed in the Parliament 
Library after the report is presented to the House, for reference by 
Members of Parliament. 

26. The changes suggested by the Committee in the Bill and 
the reasons therefor are set out in the succeeding paragraphs of 
this Report ;— 


Clause 2 {New) 

In Visva-Bharati’s se t up, the Bhavana does ngt have its synonym 
in English, because it is neither equivalent to a College nor a Faculty. 
The Committee, therefore, considers the assigning of any English 
equivalent to this word as imprecise and, therefore, the terra “Bha- 
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vana” without its English equivalent is retained. This would also 
ensure that all Bhavans are given equal status. It will also promote 
a corporate life in the University without any undue emphasis on 
the concept of a hierarchical structure. Instead of the word “teacher” 
the word “adhyapaka” throughout the Act and the Statutes, has 
been substituted. 


Clause 2 ( original) 

There being different types of institutions in Visva-Bharati, 
it has become difficult to refer to the institutions as a group 
unless a common name is used for all these institutions. The Com¬ 
mittee has, therefore, used the word “Institute” for the Bhavana, 
the Sadana and the Vibhaga. Each of these institutes will also 
have an Institute Board for its management. The Committee has, 
therefore, defined the term “Institute Board ” for the sake of clarity. 

The other amendments made in this clause are consequential. 

Clause 3 

The Committee feels that in addition to providing instructional 
and research facilities, the University should also be engaged in 
extension. The Committee has, therefore, incorporated the word 
“extension” in the new section 5A. 

The Committee is of the view that the objects and ideals of 
Visva-Bharati as envisaged by Rabindranath Tagore should be 
re-affirmed and incorporated in the body of the Act in such a way 
that they form the axis around which the activities of the Univer¬ 
sity would rotate without deflection. The Committee has, therefore, 
incorporated the objects of the University in new section 5A instead, 
of placing them in the Schedule to the Act. 

The Committee is also of the opinion that the University should 
in organising its activities and in the implementation of its academic 
programmes, have due regard to the pattern of education envisaged 
by Rabindranath Tagore in his writings, A new section 5B has, 
therefore, been added which will be in the nature of a directive to 
the University. 


Clause 4 

This’clause deals with the powers of the University. The amend¬ 
ments made in this clause are detailed below sub-clause-wise;— 

Sub-clause (1)—The Committee has for the words “Work experi¬ 
ence” substituted the words “Socially useful productive work and 
community service.” 

Sub-clause (6)—The Committee has enlarged the University’s 

S ower regarding establishment, maintenance and abolition of 
havans, Schools of Studies and Research, Chatravasas and Gym¬ 
nasia by substituting this sub-clause for the original sub-clause. 

Sub-clause (8 )—The Committee has enlarged the powers of the 
University to organise extension services and to undertake extra¬ 
curricular studies through organising the application of classroom, 
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library and laboratory learning to the problems of the villages as 
part of the curriculum. This sub-clause has been amended accord¬ 
ingly. 

Sub-clause (21) —The Committee feels that the publication of 
literary, scientific, educational and scholarly works and books on art, 
aesthetics, and other subjects aimed at a better understanding of diffe¬ 
rent cultures of the world will further the objects of the University. 
This sub-clause has been amended accordingly. • 

New sub-clause (32) —The Committee has recommended that the 
University may be vested with power to establish campuses within 
its territorial limits so that if may regulate various services in its 
campuses. New sub-clause (32) has been added. 

The other amendments made in this clause are consequential. 

Clause 6 

The Committee has recommended three new whole-time posts 
as mentioned below in order to organise effectively and coordinate 
different activities and programmes at Sriniketan, Santiniketan 
and different Institutes of the University:— 

(i) The Director of Studies,' Educational Innovations 
and Rural Reconstruction; 

(ii) The Director of Culture and Cultural Relations; and 

(iii) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 
Service and Student Welfare. 

New Sub-clauses (3), (4) and (5) have, accordingly, been added. 

The other amendments made in this clause are consequential. 

Clause 8 

The amendment made in this clause is consequential. 

Clause II 

Keeping in view the importance of the functions of Institute 
Boards, the Committee has designated each Institute Board as an 
authority of the University. This clause has been ■ amended ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Clause 12 

The Committee is of the view that the Samsad (Court) be given 
a specific power to review, from time to time, the maintenance of 
standards and adherence to the objectives of the University and 
to suggest measures for the development and improvement of the 
University to be considered by the appropriate University autho¬ 
rities so that the resolutions of the Samsad (Court) are implemented. 
This clause had been amended accordingly. 

Clauses 13, 16 , 17, 18 and 19 
The amendments made in these clauses are consequential, 
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Clause 21 

The Committee is of the opinion that the Annual Report should 
include among other matters, the steps taken by the Uni¬ 
versity to promote socially relevant research in physical and social 
sciences, weaker sections’ need-oriented extension activities and inte¬ 
gration of the community life of the university with that of the wider 
world. The Committee also feels that provision should be made 
for submission of the Annual Report to the Central Government 
which shall cause the same to be laid before both the Houses of Par¬ 
liament. This clause has been amended accordingly. 

Clause 22 

The amendment made in this clause is consequential. 

Clause 24 

The amendment made in this clause is consequential. 

Clause 26 

The amendments made in this clause are detailed below sub¬ 
clause-wise :•— 

Sub-clause (3) —The Committee is of the view that a nominee 
of the Samsad (Court) should be included in the Selection Com¬ 
mittee for the nomination of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor). 
The composition of the Selection Committee has been modified 
accordingly. 

Sub-clause (4) —The Committee has added three new statutes 
4A, 4B and 4C providing for the manner of the appointment, emolu¬ 
ments and other conditions of service and powers and functions 
of the three newly proposed posts of Directors. 

Sub-clause (6) —'The Committee has modified the composition 
of the Samsad (Court) so as to provide suitable representation to the 
Adhyapakas, atid non-teaching staff on the principle of rotation 
according to seniority and to students on merit. Statute 11 
has been amended accordingly. 

The Committee has recommended the replacement of the system 
of elections to the Samsad (Court) by the system of rotation -by seniority 
in the case of teaching and non-teaching staff and by nomination 
based on merit in the case of students. The reasons for this change 
relate to the concept of the University as a centre of study, reflection 
and research in which the teachers and students are partners. Rabin¬ 
dranath Tagore conceived of such a system of corporate and harmo¬ 
nious living in the University instead of a system which promotes 
competition and conflict. In agreeing with this position, the opinion 
of the majority of the members of the Committee was further streng¬ 
thened by the current trends towards growing violence and politi¬ 
calisation of University life, which elections seem to promote. 

Sub-clause (7)—The Committee feels that the report on the working 
of the University during the previous year to be presented at an annual 
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meeting of the Samsad (Court) should specially mention the steps 
taken to promote socially relevant research in physical and social 
sciences, weaker sections’ need-oriented extension activities and in¬ 
tegration of the community life of the University with that of the 
wider world* 

As a result of the revised Constitution of the Samsad (Court), the 
Committee has suggested that 30 members of the Samsad (Court), 
out of whom not less than 5 shall be members other than the represen¬ 
tatives of the employees or students of the University, shall form 
a quorum for a meeing of the Samsad (Court) 

Statute 12 has been amended accordingly. 

The Committee has revised the constitution of the Karma-Samiti 
(Executive Council) suitably to give due representation to the Adhy- 
aksfaas and Adhyapakas of the Institutes on the principle of rotation 
according to seniority. 

In order to safeguard the interests of Adhyapakas and officers, the 
Committee is of the view that no action in respect of the number, 
qualifications, emoluments and other conditions of service of Adhya¬ 
pakas and officers shall be taken by the Karma-Samiti (Executive 
Council) without consulting the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council). 
A proviso has, therefore, been added to statute 14 (i). 

The Committee has suitably modified the constitution of the 
Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) so as to give due representation 
to the Adhyapakas of the University on the principle of rotation accor¬ 
ding to seniority and to provide for nominees of the Paridarsaka 
(Visitor). Due representation has also been provided to the students 
on the basis of merit in studies, sports, extra-curricular activities. 
Statute 15 has been amended accordingly. 

A list of all the Institutes at Santiniketan, Sriniketari and Calcutta 
indicating the composition and functions of the Institute Board for 
management of every Institute has been provided in new Statute 19. 

The Committee has suggested the composition of a Central Admis¬ 
sion Committee to lay down principles governing admission to differ¬ 
ent courses of the University and review the admission policy also, 
from time to time, in Statute 20C. The Committee has elaborated 
the functions of separate Admission Committees for different Institutes 
in Statute 20D. 

The Committee has modified the composition of the Selection 
Committee so as to incorporate the newly created posts of three Dir¬ 
ectors in Statute 20F. Suitable provision has also been made for the 
constitution of Selection Committee for the Adhyakshas of the In¬ 
stitutes, not otherwise provided. 

The Committee has recommended an Advisory Council for Ed¬ 
ucational Innovation, a Standing Committee of the Academic Council 
in order to review the present educational system at Visva-Bharati 
in the light of the teachings of Rabindranath Tagore and to' suggest 
ways and means for embodying the educational ideas of 
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Rabindranath Tagore in the educational system of the University. A 
new Statute 20H has been added accordingly. 

To provide students with an opportunity of participating in- the 
life and work of the University and providing them with a forum to 
express their needs, problems and suggestions, a Students Council 
has been proposed in a new Statute aol. 

The other amendments made in this clause are consequential. 

27. The other changes made in the Bill are of consequential, 
verbal or drafting nature. 

28. The Committee draws the attention of the Government td 
the problems created by the fact that the University has no boundary 
wall or demarcating line and there are people having nothing to do 
with the University living within its campus, enjoying its facilities 
but contributing nothing towards their maintenance. The absence of 
a local body which could concern itself with the provision of civic 
amenities is a lacuna. It appears imperative that these problems be 
resolved in a satisfactory manner, without delay, in the interest of 
the healthy functioning of the University, 

29. The Committee recommends that at the appropriate time 
a representative of the Muncipality or the Panchayat be considered 
for nomination to the Samsad (Court). 

30. The Committee received evidence that the University’s func¬ 
tioning, particularly, in the Science Departments, Sriniketan, Kali 
Bhavana, Sangeet Bhavana and in the provision of hostel Facilities, 
was hampered by inadequate funds. It recommends that the Govern¬ 
ment call the attention of the University Grants Commission to this, so 
that it may be examined and adequate funds provided for the proper 
functioning of the University in accordance with the provisions of 
the amended Act. 

31. The Committee recommends that the Bill, as amended, be 
passed.

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MINUTES OF DISSENT 

1 

The Visva : Bharali (Amendment) Bill, 1978 seeks to regulate the 
functioning of an institution which is closely associated with the 
name and ideals of Rabindranath Tagore. The Present Bill claims 
that every effort will be made to preserve and promote the unique 
character and ideals for which the great institution was established 
by Tagore. 

But the Bill, as amended, has failed to fulfil its pious declarations 
made in the “Statement of Objects and Reasons”. It has totally belied 
the hopes and aspirations of the members of the public in general and 
of the educationists and different components of the University, 
i.c. teachers, students, non-teaching staff and research scholars in 
particular. With a view to making the Bill ideal, flawless and operatio¬ 
nally fruitful, keeping in mind the ideals and democratic spirit of 
Tagore, we suggested some amendments. Our amendments were 
perfectly in line with the democratic ideals cherished in the Preamble 
to the Constitution of India and with the backdrop of social change 
blowing all over the Country. 

A careful scrutiny of the amendments, that we moved would 
amply bear out the validity of our humble.assertion. It is unfortunate 
that our only one amendment (as an addendum) relating to the De¬ 
partmental Committee as clause 16 (A) of the statutes has partially 
been accepted while others have not been taken in spite of their 
validity, relevance and importance. 

Now let us take the opportunity of referring to some of our amend¬ 
ments touching a few specific clauses. 


Clause 8 

The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) is the keyman in whom and 
on whom largely depends the name and fame of the Visva-Bharati 
founded by Rabindranath. For preserving and promoting the ideals 
for which the institution was established we suggested. 

Page 7: “14(1) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be appoin¬ 
ted from among persons who are profoundly versed in the ideals of 
Tagore, the tradition and culture of Visva-Bharati and preferably 
having recognised contributions in the field”. 

In appointing such a key-person, the principal executive and aca¬ 
demic officer of the University, we thought that emphasis should be 
given mainly on the collective wisdom of the Samsad (Court) the 
highest policy making body where all the creams of the different 
segments of the life and administration of the University will be 
represented, Our proposals were as under : 
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Page 7: “14 (2) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be 
appointed by the Paridarsaka (Visitor) on the recommendation of the 
Samsad in such manner, for such term and on such emoluments and 
other conditions of service as may be prescribed by the Statute.” 


Page 19 : In clause 26 relating to the Upacharya wc also suggested 
“(2) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be appointed by the 
Paridarsaka on the recommendation of the Samsad in a meeting called 
for the purpose. But if the Samsad fails to make a unanimous re¬ 
commendation, it will in that case recommend to the Paridarsaka a 
panel of three names proposed in the meeting of the Samsad and the 
Upacharya shall be Appointed by the Paridarsaka from that Panel.'* 


We took note of democratic principles and processes of democra- 
tisation while placing our amendments concerning the composition 
and character of various bodies and authorities of the University. 
Democracy is the cherished goal laid down in our Constitution. It 
will, therefore, be carried to its logical extension to the institutional 
structurers of a University Administration. 


Democratic values demand not only the increased representation 
of the interests of the various components in the University manage¬ 
ment bodies but also the principle of election as the only acceptable 
mode of representation. Judged by the standard of democratic norms 
the present Visva-Bharati (Amendment) Bill has a lag. 


In different bodies, for many segments, the right to elect their 
own representatives has been trampled down. Instead, the principle 
of nomination on the basis of ‘seniority’ has been accepted. We 
strongly decry this nomination on the basis of seniority and suggest 
election as the sole basis of representation everywhere. 


Our arguments in favour of ‘election’ as opposed to ‘seniority* 
principles may be summarized as follows :— 


(i) Elective principle is in consonance with the doctrine of demo¬ 
cracy, providing the highest form of legitimacy to the policy making 
body and engendering greater self-confidence in the representatives 
as they are backed by the support of the majority of the electoral body, 
This also gives a high degree of credibility to the policy-decision'. 
These virtues are conspicuous by their absence in the case of ‘seniority'’ 
principle. 

(ii) Mere seniority rule ignores ability; for only young or old age 
and ability do not always go together. An academic body or bodies 
charged with formulation of previous policies can serve their purposes 
fruitfully and efficiently only when their members are men of ability. 
The seniority rule cannot ensure this quality in the members, while 
the elective principle can as the able persons would be chosen by the 
electorates. Age alone, young or old, is never any qualification, far 
less a disqualification. The electors must be free to choose the able 
old or the able young or a synthesis of both. 
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(ili) Seniority is, not unoften, associated with an attitude of 
renunciation. But the virtues demanded of the representatives are 
enthusiasm, orginality and vigour. Election provides scope for bring¬ 
ing in men of initiative, enterprise and courage. A reluctant or in¬ 
different ‘senior’ can hardly make any contribution to the cause for 
which he has been nominated. 

(iv) Persons who come to office by virtue of seniority only, will 
be burdened with age. But election can largely eliminate this defect 
by inddeting into office men, Old or young, irrespective of age, known 
for refreshing thought, never shy of giving up the outworn ways and 
breaking fresh ground in their earnest endeavour for introducing 
improvement in the existing system. 

(v) The mere seniority rule discourages any attempt to achieve 
recognition and high office by hard work and demonstration of skill. 

(vi) Automatic entry into the policy making body by virtue of 
seniority carries no accountability, which in turn, has demoralising 
effects on all concerned willing participation and involvement of all 
concerned is a desirable feature for a virile body which can only be 
achieved by the mechanism of election; for election fosters the sense 
of participation as all are allowed to take part in governance through 
their elected representatives. We, therefore, suggested election in 
place of seniority. 


Page 24 ; Clause 26 (6A) (1) 

“(1) Every Adhyaksha (Principal) of a Bhavan other than Rabi- 
ndra Bhavan and Patha Bhavan shall be appointed by the Karma 
Samili on his election among the Professors of the Bhavana by the 
teachers of the Bhavana for a period of two years; provided that if 
at any time there is only one professor or no'professor, the Adhyaksha 
shall be elected from amongst the Professors and Readers of the 
Bhavana.” 

Page 3 Regarding The (Siksha-Samiti Academic Council): Clause 26 

(15). (0 (») 

Substitute “Fifteen Professors 10 be elected from among them¬ 
selves, not more than one being from one department”. 

We demanded an increase in the number of representatives of 
teachers, and non-teaching staff on the Samsad [Clause 26 (II)] and 
also of representation of the research scholars. The Bill allowed only 
ten teachers, representatives at the University level on the Samsad 
(five Professors+two Readers+three lecturers). Wc wanted fifteen 
teachers to be elected by all categories of teachers jointly, of whom at 
least one shall be from each Bhavana. As for non-teaching staff the 
number of representatives should be increased to five from the 
existing provision of three. Research scholars, being very much a 
part and parcel of the University components, should get representa¬ 
tion. In the Bill as they are excluded for this purpose, we demand 
two for them on the Samsad. The Samsad has been suffering from 
non-representation of the Research Scholar’s interest. Without the 
elected Representatives of teachers, employees etc. no University can 
function smoothly, far less Visva-Bharati. 
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In the process of democratisation and carrying out the ideals of 
the Visva-Bharati a few words must be said. The Bill itself at page 4, 
speaks of rural reconstruction, social welfare, and all other nation¬ 
building activities and works for the benefit of the public as some of 
the powers of the University. To implement such powers effectively, 
participation of the local M.P. and representatives of the local Pan- 
chayat is all the more necessary in the highest policy making body. 
We suggested inclusion of the local M.P. on the Samsad, one person 
of the local body, viz Municipality or Panchayat to be nominated by 
the Samsad. It is imperative that Visva-Bharati should not be* cut off 
from the streams of local public life. Inclusion of local M.P. and 
a local body member will help eli minate the sense of alienation of the 
local masses from the University affairs.

I do not agree with some provisions of the Bill—“The Visva- 
Bharati (Amendment) Bill” as passed by the Joint Select Committee. 
The sections relating formation of he Samsad, the Karma Samiti, 
the Siksha Samiti etc. are really replacing the principle of election 
to the principle of nomination. It is not the teachers or the non¬ 
teaching staff or the students who will decide by election as to who will 
represent them in various Samitis. They will be nominated or co¬ 
opted as per seniority, efficiency, merit and what not. I do under¬ 
stand that the Committee might be worried regarding the present 
situation obtaining in various universities which are sometimes not 
favourable for advancement of studies. But the principle of election 
has very little to do in this regard. Many other basic and important 
factors are responsible for- the unfavourable atmosphere in the universi¬ 
ties. The principle of election to various Samities or committees has 
very little to do in this regard. But by replacing the principle of elec¬ 
tion in matter of formation of various Samities with the representa¬ 
tives of teachers, non-teaching staff and the students etc. by the prin¬ 
ciple of nomination, the bill will objectively help growth and streng¬ 
thening of bureaucracy, factionalism, jealousy, favouritism and 
heart burning. All these may lead to unwanted situation in the uni¬ 
versity.. 

Moreover, if the highest organ of the country can go on by the 
principle of election, I find no reason why such Samities cannot take 
a few elected representatives in them. I say a few elected members 
for there is a large number of members in such Samities who are there 
by dint of their official posts. I strongly resent the principle of rotation 
and nomination in this bill instead of election in the above matter 
for formation of Samities, for I feel this will lead to end of demo¬ 
cratic election and will have far reaching consequences. 

Hence, I submit this note of dissent and hope the Parliament will 
give consideration to this aspect during debate.

instructional, 'extension and research facilities and by the example 

and influence of its corporate life, * * * and the University shall, 
in organising its activities, have due regard to the following 
objects for which the Visva-Bharati at Santiniketan was founded by 
Rabindranath Tagore, as expressed in his own words, namely: — 

(i) to study the mind of Man in its realisation of different 
aspects of truth from diverse points of view; 

(il) to bring into more intimate relations with one another, 
through patient study and research, the different cultures of the 
East on the basis of their underlying' unity; 

(Hi) to approach the West from the standpoint of such a 
unity of the life and thought of Asia; 

(iu) to seek to rcahse in a common fellowship of study the 
meeting of the East and the West, and thus ultimately to 
strengthen the fundamental conditions of world peace through 
the establishment of free communication of ideas between the 
two hemispheres; and 

(u) with such ideals in view to provide at Santiniketan 
aforesaid a Centre of Culture where research into and study of 
the religion, literature, history, science and art of Hindu, Bud¬ 
dhist, Jain, Islamic, Sikh, Christian and other civilisations may 
he pursued along with the culture of the West, with that simpli¬ 
city in externals which is necessary for true spiritual realisation, 
in amity, good fellowship and cooperation between the thinkers 
and scholars of both Eastern anc! Western countries, free from 
all antagonisms of race, nationality, creed or caste and in the 
name of the One Supreme Being who is Shantam, Shivam, 
Advaitam. 

(2) The objects of the University shall also include harmonising 
the cultures of India, th P East and the West by, among other things, 
the admission of students and appointment of adhyapakas from 
various regions of India and various countries of the world, and by 
providing incentives therefor. 
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5B. The University shall, in organising its activities and the 
implementation of its academic programmes, have due regard to the 
pattern of education envisaged by Rabindranath Tagore in hi* 
writings.”. 


5, For section 6 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“6. The University shall have the following powers, namely: — 

(1) to provide facilities for studies, instruction, socially use¬ 
ful productive work and community service and research in such 
branches of learning as may be deemed desirable and found 
practicable by the University and for the promotion of under¬ 
standing of cultures between the East and the West and for the 
advancement of learning and dissemination of knowledge tfene¬ 
rgy; 

(2) to undertake educational experiments an d evolve con¬ 
tents, systems and methods of education for the furtherance of 
the objects of the University; 

(3) to make provision for research and advisory services; 
and for that purpose, to enter into such arrangements with other 
institutions or bodies as the University may deem necessary; 

(4) to co-operate, collaborate or associate with any other 
University, authority or institution of learning in such manner 
and for such purposes as the University may determine; 

(5) to approve any institution of higher learning or studies 
for such purposes as the University may determine, and to with¬ 
draw such approval; 

(6) to establish and maintain such Bhavanas, Schools of 
Studies and Research, Chatravasas, Gymnasia and such other 
institutions as are deemed necessary, from time to time, for the 
development of a healthy corporate life in the University and 
to abolish any such Bhavano, School, Chutravasa, Gymnasium 
or other institution; 

(7) to establish, at ^y place in India, campuses, special 
centres, specialised laboratories or other units for research and 
instruction as are, in the opinion of the University, necessary for 
the furtherance of its objects; 

(3) to organise the application of class room, library and 
laboratory learning to problems of the villages as part of the 
curriculum; 

(9) to undertake the promotion of adult education, rural re¬ 
construction, co-operative organisations social welfare, develop- 
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ment of cottage industries and all other nation-building activities 
and works for the benefit of the public; 

(10) to establish such examination centres and to recognise 
such certificates, as may be necessary to give effect to the provi¬ 
sions of section 7A; 

(11) to grant, subject to such conditions as the University 
may determine, diplomas or certificates to, and confer degrees 
or other academic distinctions (on the basis of examinations, 
evaluation or other modes of testing) on, persons; 

(12) to confer honorary degrees or other distinctions in the 
manner prescribed by the Statutes; 

(13) to determine the standards for admission and the 
methods of admission to courses of the University, which methods 
shall include examinations, evaluation and other modes of testing; 

(14) to supervise the residences of students of the University 
and to make arrangements for promoting their health and 
general welfare; 

(15) to make such special arrangements In respect of women 
students as the University may consider desirable; ; 

(16) to regulate the conduct of students of the University, 
and to take such disciplinary measures in this regard as may be 
deemed necessary; 

(17) to create such teaching and other academic posts as 
may be required by the University and to appoint persons to 
such posts; 

(18) to appoint Visiting Professors. Emeritus Professors, 
Fellows, Scholars, Resident Artists, Resident Writers or such 
Other persons who may contribute to the achievement of the 
objects of the University; 

(19) to appoint or recognise persons as Professors, Readers 
or Lecturers or otherwise as adhyccpakax of the University; 

(20) to approve persons working in— 

(a) any institution co-operating, collaborating or asso¬ 
ciating with the University; or 

(b) any approved institution, for imparting instruction 

or supervising research, or both, and to withdraw such 

approval; 

(21) to undertake publication of literary, scientific, educa¬ 
tional and scholarly works and books on art, aesthetics and 
other subjects aimed at better understanding of the different cul¬ 
tures of the world and furthering thereby the objectives of the 
University; 

(22) to appoint persons working in any other University, 
institution or organisation as a.dhyayakas of the University for 

a specified period; 
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(23) to create administrative, ministerial and other posts in 
the University and to make appointments thereto; 

(24) to provide for the terms and conditions of service of 
employees, whether employed by the University or any Insti¬ 
tution; 

(25) to regulate the conduct and duties of the employees of 
the University; 

(26) to regulate and enforce discipline among the em¬ 
ployees of the University and to take such disciplinary measures 
in this regard as may be deemed necessary; 

(27) to make arrangements for promoting the health and 
general welfare of the employees of the University; 

(28.) to demand and receive payments of fees and other 
charges; 

(29) to institute and award fellowships, scholarships, student¬ 
ships, medals and prizes; 

(30) to receive benefactions, donations and gifts, and to 
acquire, hold, manage and dispose of any property, movable or 
immovable, including trust and endowment properties, for the 
purposes of the University; 

(31) to borrow, with the approval of th e Central Govern¬ 
ment, whether on the security of the property of the University 
or otherwise, money for the purposes of the University; 

(32) to establish campuses within the territorial limits of 
the University specified in the Second Schedule; 

(33) to admit students of any other University or College 
whether in India or outside to any examination of the Univer¬ 
sity subject to such conditions as the University may lay down 
for the purpose; 

(34) to do all such acts and things as may be necessary or 
incidental to the exercise of all or any of the powers of the 
University or as are necessary or conducive to the attainment 
of all or any of the objects of the University.”, 
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6 . For section 10 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
substituted, namely: — 


“10. (1) The President of India shall be the Paridarsaka. 
(Visitor) of the University, 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-sections (3) and (4), the 
Pwridarsaka (Visitor) shall have the right to cause an inspection to 
be made, by such person or persons as he may specify, of the Uni¬ 
versity, its buildings, laboratories and equipment, and of any 
Bhavana * * * or other Institution, and also of the examinations, 
teaching and other work conducted or done by the University, 
Bhavana * * * or other Institution; and to cause an Inquiry to be 
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made in like manner in respect of any matter connected with the 
administration or finances of the University.. 

(3) The Faridarsaka (Visitor) shall give notice to the University 
of his intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to be made and 
the University shall, on receipt of such notice, have the right to make, 
within thirty days or such other period as the Paridarsaka (Visitor) 
may determine, from the date of receipt of the notice, such repre¬ 
sentations to the Paridarsaka (Visitor) as it may consider necessary. 

(4) After considering the representations, if any, made by the 
University, the Parridarsaka (Visitor) may cause to be made such 
inspection or inquiry as is referred to in sub-section (2). 

(5) Where any inspection or inquiry has been caused to be made 
by the Paridarsaka (Visitor), the University shall be entitled to 
appoint a representative who shall have the right to be present and 
to be heard at such inspection or inquiry. 

(6) The Paridarsaka (Visitor) may address the Utpacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor) with reference to the results of such inspection 
or inquiry together with such views and advice with regard to the 
action to be taken thereon as the Paridarsaka (Visitor) may be 
pleased to offer, and on receipt of the address made by the Paridar¬ 
saka (Visitor), the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall communicate 
forthwith to the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) the resulta of 
the inspection or inquiry and the views of the Paridarsaka (Visitor) 
and the advice tendered by him upon the action to be taken thereon. 

(7) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall communicate 
through the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) to the Paridarsaka 
(Visitor) such action, if any, as it proposes to take or has been taken 
by it upon the results of such inspection or inquiry. 

(8) Where the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) does not, 
within a reasonable time, take action to the satisfaction of the 
Paridarsaka (Visitor), the Paridarsaka (Visitor) may, after consi¬ 
dering any explanation furnished or representation made by the 
Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), issue such directions as he may 
think fit and the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall be bound 
to comply with such directions. 

(9) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section, 
the Paridarsaka (Visitor) may, by order in writing annul any pro¬ 
ceeding of the University which is not in conformity with this Act, 
the Statutes or the Ordinances: 

Provided that before making any such order he shall call upon 
the University to show cause why such an Order should not be made 
and, if any cause is shown within a reasonable time, he shall consider 
the same. 

(10) The Paridarsaka (Visitor) shall have such other powers as 
may be specified in the Statutes.”. 
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7. For section 12 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
substituted, namely: — 


“12. The following shall be the officers of the. University, 
namely: — 

(1) The Acharya (Chancellor); 

(2) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(3) The Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 

Rural Reconstruction: 

(4) The Director of Culture and Cultural Relations; 

(5) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 

Service and Student Welfare; 

(6) Karma-Sachiva (Registrar); 

(7) Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer); 

(8) Adhyakshus of Bhavanas ***; and 

(9) such other officers as may be declared by the Statutes 

to be officers of the University.". 

8. In section 13 of the principal Act, for sub-sections (1) and (2), 
the following sub-sections shall be substituted, namely: — 

“( 1 ) The Acharya (Chancellor) shall, by virtue of his office, be 
the Head of the University. 

(2) The Acharya (Chancellor) shall be appointed by the 
Paridarsaka (Visitor) from out of a panel of persons prepared and 
recommended by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) under sub¬ 
section (2 A ). 

(2A) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall prepare and 
recommend a panel of not less than three persons each of whom 
shall be a person of eminence in the academic or public life of the 
country, and is in the opinion of the Karma-Samiti (Executive 
Council) a fit and proper person to be appointed as the Acharya 
(Chancellor) of the University: 

Provided that if the Paridarsaka (Visitor) does not approve of 
any of the persons specified in the panel prepared and recommended 
by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), he may call upon the 
Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) to prepare a fresh panel of 
persons. 

(2B) The Acharya (Chancellor) shall hold office for a term of 
three years and shall be eligible for re-appointment: 

Provided that the Acharya (Chancellor) shall, notwithstanding 
the expiry of the term of his office, continue to hold such office until 
his successor is appointed and has entered upon his office.". 
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9. For section 14 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
substituted, namely: — 


“14. (1) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be appointed 
by the Paridarsaka (Visitor) in such manner, for such term and on 
such emoluments and other conditions of service as may be pres¬ 
cribed by the Statutes. 

(2) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be the principal 
executive and academic officer of the University, and shall exercise 
general supervision and control over the academic affairs of the 
University and all Bhavanas *"* and other Institutions and give 
effect to the decisions of all the authorities of the University. 

(3) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) may, if he is of opinion 
that immediate action is necessary on any matter, exercise any 
power conferred on any authority of the University by or under this 
Act and shall report to such authority the action taken by him on 
such matter: 

Provided that if the authority concerned is of opinion that 
such action ought not to have been taken, it may refer the matter to 
the Paridarsaka (Visitor) whose decision thereon shall be final: 

Provided further that any employee of the University, who is 
aggrieved by the action taken by the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) 
under this sub-section, shall have the right to appeal against such

(m) the terms and conditions on which persons working In 
an approved institution, or in any institution co-operating, colla¬ 
borating or associating with the University, may be approved as 
adhyapakas and for withdrawing such approval; 

( n ) the educational experimentation and the creation*, com¬ 
position and functioning of any other body which is considered

( 0 ) all other matters which, by this Act or the Statutes, are 
to be, or may be, provided for by the Ordinances. 

30. (1) The Ordinances in force immediately before the com¬ 
mencement of the Visva-Bharati (Amendment) Act, 1983, may be 
amended, repealed or added to, at any time by the KarmdrSamitt 
(Executive Council):

namely: — 

“3. The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) 

(1) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be a whole* 
time salaried officer of the University. 

(2) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be appointed by 
the Paridarsaka (Visitor) from out of a panel of not less than 
three persons recommended (the names being arranged in the 
alphabetical order) by a Committee constituted under clause (3). 

(3) The Committee referred to in clause (2) shall consist 
of three members, of whom one shall be nominated by the 
Samsad (Court), one by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) 
and one by the Paridarsaka (Visitor), and the person nominated 
by the Paridarsaka (Visitor) shall be the Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee: 

Provided that no person who is an employee of the Univer¬ 
sity or a member of the Samsad (Court), Karma-Samiti (Exe¬ 
cutive Council) or Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) shall be 
nominated to be a member of the committee. 

(4) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall hold office for 
a term of five years from th e date on which he enters upon his 
office, or until he attains the age of sixty-five years, whichever is 
earlier and he shall not be eligible for re-appointment. 

Provided that the Paridarsaka (Visitor) may require any 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) ; whose term has expired, to conti¬ 
nue in office for such period, not exceeding a total period of one 
year, as may be specified by him. 

(5) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be as follows, namely: — 

(i) there shall be paid to the Upacharya (Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor), a salary of three thousand rupees per mensem and he 
shall be entitled, without payment of rent, to the use of a 
furnished residence throughout his term of office and no 
charge shall fall on the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) per¬ 
sonally in respect of the maintenance of such residence: 

Provided that if a person in receipt of any pension or 
other form of retirement benefits is appointed as Upacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor) his salary shall be fixed after taking into 
consideration such pension or other benefits; 

(ii) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be entitled 
to such terminal benefits and allowances as may be fixed by 
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the Karvia-Samiti (Executive Council) with the approval 
of the Paridarsaka (Visitor) from time to time: 

Provided that where an employee of the University or 
Btiy other University or any institution maintained by it is 
appointed as'Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), he may be allow¬ 
ed to continue to contribute to any provident fund of which 
he is a member, and the University shall contribute to. the 
account of such person in that provident fund at the same 
rate at which such person had been contributing immediately 
before his appointment as Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(Hi) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be entitled 
to travelling allowances at such rates as may be fixed by 
the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council); 

(in) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall be entitled 
to leave on full pay for one-eleventh of the period spent by 
him on active service; 

(u) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall also be en¬ 
titled on medical grounds or otherwise, to leave without pay 
for a period not exceeding three months during one term of 
his office. 

(6) If the office of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) becomes 
vacant due to death, resignation or otherwise or if he is unable 
to perform his duties owing to absence, illness, or any other 
cause, the senior-most Professor of the University shall perform 
the duties of the “ Upacharya. (Vice-Chancellor) until a new 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) assumes office or until the existing 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) attends to the duties of his office, 
as the case may be”. 

(4) in Statute 4,~ 

(a) in clause (I), for the words and brackets “and of the 
Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council)”, the words and brackets 
“, the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) and the Artha-Samiti 
(Finance Committee)” shall be substituted; 

(b) in clause (3), for the words and brackets " Artha-Samiti 
(Standing Finance Committee)”, the words and brackets Artha- 
Samiti (Finance Committee)” shall be substituted; 

(c) clauses (4), (5) and (6) shall be omitted; 

(5) after Statute 4, the following Statutes shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“4A. The Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and Rural 
Reconstruction, 

(1) The Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 
Rural Reconstruction shall be appointed by the Karma-Samiti 

(Executive Council) on the recommendation of the Selection 
Committee constituted under Statute 20G and he shall be a 
whole-time salaried officer of the University. 

(2) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the 
Director of Studies Educational, Innovations and Rural Recons¬ 
truction shall be such as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 
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(3) The Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 
Rural Reconstruction shall hold office for a term of five years 
from the date on which he enters upon his office or until he 
attains the age of sixty-five years, whichever is earlier. 

(4) Subject to the general supervision of the Slksha-Samiti 
(Academic Council), the Director of Studies, Educational Inno¬ 
vations and Rural Reconstruction shall be responsible for orga¬ 
nising studies, educational innovations and academic programmes 
of the University at Santiniketan and programmes of rural re¬ 
construction at Sriniketan and foster a link between the activities 
at Santiniketan and those at Sriniketan. 

(5) The Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 
Rural Reconstruction shall have such powers and perform such 
functions in his field as may be determined or delegated to him 
by the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) and the Upacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor). 

(6) The Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 
Rural Reconstruction shall also act as the Adhyaksha of the 
Vinaya Bhavana. 

4B. The Director of Culture and Cultural Relations. 

(1) The Director of Culture and Cultural Relations shall be 
appointed by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) on the re¬ 
commendation of the Selection Committee constituted under 
Statute 20G and he shall be a whole-time salaried officer of the 
University. 

(2) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the 
Director of Culture and Cultural Relations shall be such as may 
be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

(2) The Director of Culture and Cultural Relations shall 
hold office for a term of five years from the date on which he 
enters upon his office or until he attains the age of sixty-five 
years, whichever is earlier. 

(4) Subject to the general supervision of the Upacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor), the Director of Culture and Cultural Relations 
shall— 

(a) co-ordinate teaching and research on the ideals and 
works of Rabindranath Tagore, Indian culture and its rela¬ 
tions with the cultures of other countries; 

(b) organise dissemination, through various media, of 
the cultural treasures of Rabindranath Tagore in the fields 
of art, literature and music; 

(c) be responsible for relationship with institutions and 
agencies of culture of India and abroad; 

(d) be responsible for getting the works of Rabindranath 
Tagore translated into the languages of India and other 
countries; and 

(e) co-ordinate the activities of the institutions at Santi¬ 
niketan and Sriniketan in respect of culture and cultural re¬ 
lations. 

(5) The Director of Culture and Cultural Relations shall 
also act as the Adhyaksha of Rabindra Bhavana. 
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4C, The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National Service and Students 

Welfare. 

(1) The Director of Physical Education Sports, National Service and Student 
Welfare shall be appointed by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) on the 
recommendation of the Selection Committee constituted under Statute 20G 
and he shall be a whole-time salaried officer of the University. 

(2) The emoluments and other condition-* of service of the Director of Physi¬ 
cal Education, Sports, National Service and Student Welfare shall be such as 
may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

(3) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National Service and Student 

Welfare shall hold office for a term of five year s from the date on which he 
enters upon his efl'ce or until he attains the age of sixty-five yenrs, which¬ 
ever is earlier. 1 

(4) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National Service and Student 
Welfare shall coordinate the activities of the Institutes at Santiniketan and Sri-* 
niketan in respect of physical education, sports and national service and other 
activities that involve students’ participation in community development. 

(5) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National Service and Student 
Welfare shall also act as Dean of Student Welfare for all the activities at Santi¬ 
niketan and Sriniketan. 

(6) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National Service and Student 
Welfare shall have such other powers mid perform such other functions in his 
field as may be determined or delegated to him by the Karma-Samiti (Execu¬ 
tive Council) and the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor).”. 

(6) for Statutes 5 and 6, the following Statutes shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely:,— 

“5. The Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) 

(1) The Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) shall be appointed by 
the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) on th e recommendation 
of a Selection Committee constituted for the purpose and he shall 
be a whole-time salaried officer of the University. 

(2) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the 
Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) shall be such as may be prescribed 
by the Ordinances. 

Provided that the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) shall retire on 
attaining the age of sixty years. 

(3) When the office of the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) is 
vacant or when the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) is, by reason of 
illness, absence or any other cause unable to perform the duties 
of his office, the duties of the office shall be performed by such 
person as the Vpacharya (Vice-Chancellor) may appoint for the 
purpose, 

(4) (a) The Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) shall have power 

to take disciplinary action against such of the employees, exclud¬ 
ing adhyapakas of the University and other members of the 
academic staff, as may be specified by the Karma-Samiti (Exe¬ 
cutive Council), by order, and to suspend them pending inquiry 
to administer, warnings to them or to impose on them the penalty 
pf censure or the withholding of increipejjt; y 
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Provided that no such penalty shall be Imposed unless the 
person concerned has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
showing cause against the action proposed to be taken in regard 
to him. 

(d) An appeal shall 1 e to the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) 
against any order of the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar), imposing 
any of the penalties specified in sub-clause (a). 

(c) In a case where any inquiry discloses that a punishment 
beyond the powers of the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) is called 
for, the Karma-Sachiva ( Registrar) shall, upon conclusion of 
the inquiry, make a report to the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 
along with the recommendations for such action aa the 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) deems fit: 

Provided that an appeal shall lie to the Karma-Samiti 
(Executive Council) against an order of the Upacharya (Vice- 
ChancelloiO imposing any penalty. 

(5) The Karma-Shachiva (Registrar) shall be ex-officio 
Secretary of the Samsad (Court), Karma-Samiti (Executive- 
Council), the SiksharSamiti (Academic Council) and the Insti¬ 
tute Boards, but he shall not be deemed to be a member of any 
of these authorities. 

(4) The Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) shall— 

(a) be the custodian of th e records, the common seal 
and such other property of the University as the Karma- 
Samiti (Executive Council) may commit to his charge: 

(b) issue all notices convening meetings of the Samsad 
(Court) the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), the Siksha- 
Samiti (Academic Council), the Institute Boards, the Patha- 
Samities (Boards of Studies), the Boards of Examiners and 
of the committees appointed by the authorities of the Uni- 
veraity; 

(c) keep the minutes of all the meetings of the Samsad 
(Court), the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), the Sik- 
sha Samiti (Academic Council), the Institute Boards, the 
Patha-Samities (Boards of Studies), the Boards of Examin¬ 
ers and of the committees appointed by the authorities of 
the University; 

(d) conduct the official correspondence of the Samsad 
(Court), the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), the Siks- 
ha-Samiti (Academic Council) and the Institute Boards; 


(e) supply to the paridarsaka (Visitor) and the Ach- 
arya (Chancellor), copies of the agenda for the meetings of 
the authorities of the University as soon as they are issued 
and the minutes of such meetings; 

(/) represent the University in suits or proceedings 
by or against the University, sign powers of attorney and 
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verify pleadings or depute his representative for the pur¬ 
pose; and 

(p) perform such other functions as may be specified 
in these Statutes, the Ordinances or the Regulations or as 
may be required, from time to time, by the Karma-Samiti 
(Executive Council) or the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor). 

6. Vltta Adhikari (Finance Officer) 

(1) There shall be a Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) for 
the University who shall be appointed by the Karma-Samiti 

(Executive Council) on the recommendation of a Selection, 
Committee constituted for the purpose and he shall be a whole¬ 
time salaried officer of the University. 

(2) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the 
Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) shall be such as may be pres¬ 
cribed by the Ordinances: 

Provided that a Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) shall re¬ 
tire on attaining the age of sixty years. 

(3) When the office of the Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) 
is vacant or* when the Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) is, by 
reason of illness, absence or any other cause, unable to perform 
the duties of his office, the duties of the office shall be perform¬ 
ed by such person as the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor may ap¬ 
point for the purpose. 

(4) The Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) shall be ex- 
officio Secretary of the Artha-Samiti (Finance Committee), but 
he shall not be deemed to be a member of that Committee. 

(5) The Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) shall— 

(a) exercise general supervise the funds of the Univer¬ 
sity and shall advise it as regards its financial policy and 

(b) perform such other financial functions as may be 
assigned to him by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) 
or as may be prescribed by these Statutes or the Ordin¬ 
ances: 

Provided that the Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) shall 
not incur any expenditure or make any investment exceeding 
ten thousand rupees without the previous approval of the 
Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), 

(ft) Subject to the control of the Karma-Samiti (Executive 
Council, the Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) shall— 

(a) hold and manage the property and investments of 
the University, including trust and endowed property for 
furthering any of the objects of the University; 

(b) ensure that the limits fixed by the Artha-Samiti 
(Finance Committee) for recurring and non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure for a year are not exceeded and that all moneys 
are expended on the purposes for which they are granted or 
allotted; 
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(c) be responsible for the preparation of annual ac¬ 
counts and the budget of the University and t‘6r their pre¬ 
sentation to the Karmn-Samiti (Executive Council); 

( d) keep a constant watch on the state of the cash and! 
bank balances and on the state of investments; 

(e) watch the progress of the collection of revenue 
and advise on the methods of collection employed; 

(/) ensure that the registers of buildings, land, furniture 
and equipment are maintained up to date and that stock- 
checking is conducted, of equipment and other consumable 
materials in all offices, special centres, specialised labora¬ 
tories, Bhavanas * * * and other institutions maintained by 
the University; 

(g) bring to the notice of the Upacharya < Vice- 

Chancellor) an unauthorised expenditure or other financial 
irregularities and suggest appropriate action being taken 
against persons at fault; «. 

( h ) call for from any office, special centre, specialised 
laboratory, Bhavanas*** or other institutions maintained 
by the University, any information or returns that he may 
consinder necessary for the performance of his duties. 

(7) The receipt by the Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) 
or oy the person 'Or persons duly authorised in this behalf by the 
Kanna-Samiti (Executive Council) of any money payable to the 
University shall be sufficient discharge for the same. 

. . 6A. Adhvaksha of Bhavanas*** 

(1) Every Adhyaksha * * * of a Bhavana other than 

the Rabindra Bhavana, the Vir.aya , Bhavana and the Patha - 

Bhavana , shall be appointed by the Karnut-Samiti (Executive 

Council) on the recommendation of the Upacharya (Vice- 
Chancellor) from among the Professors of the Bhavana * * * for 
a period of two years: 

Provided that an Adhyaksha * * on attaining the age of sixty 
years shall cease to hold office as such; 

Provided further that if. at any lime there is only one Pro¬ 
fessor or no Professor in a Bhavana * * *, the Karnut-Samiti (Exe¬ 
cutive Council) shall appoint, on the recommendation of ihe 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), the Professor or a Reader of the 
Bhavana * * * to act as the Adhyaksha * * * and if there is no 
reader also, any other person authorised by the Upacharya (Vice- 
Chancellor) in this behalf shall exercise the powers of the 
Adhyaksha * * * of the Bhavana * * *. 

(2) When the office of the Adhyaksha * * * is vacant or 
when the Adhyaksha * is, by reason of illness, absence or any 
other cause, unable to perform the duties of his office, the duties 
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of the office shall be performed by such person as the Upacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor) may appoint for the purpose, 

(3) The Adhyaksha * * * shall be the Head of the BHavana 
* * * and as such be responsible for the 1 conduct and maintainance 
of the standards of teaching and research in the Bhavana *** 
and shall exercise such other powers and perform such other 
functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

(4) The Adhayaksha * * * shall have the right to be present 
and to speak at any meeting of the Patha-Samiti (Board of 
Studies) or committees of the Bhavana ***, as the case may be, 
but shall not have the right to vote there at unless he is a 
member thereof. 

* # * * * 

6B. Adhyaksha,*** of Paths Bhavana*** < 

(1) The Adhayaksha * * * of the Patha-Bhavana * * * shall 
be appointed by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) on the 
recommendation of a Selection Committee constituted for the 
purpose and he shall be a whole-time salaried officer of the 
University. 

(2) The emoluments and other conditions of service of the 
Adhyaksha * * * of the Patha-Bhavana * * * shall be such as may 
be prescribed by the Ordinances:

( 1) the Chatra-Parichalaka (Proctor) shall be appointed by 
the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) on the recommendation 
of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) from among the adhyapakas 

of the University not below the rank of a Reader. 

(2) The Chatra-Parichalaka (Proctor) shall hold office for 
a term of three years from the date of his appointment. 

(3) The Chatra-Parichalaka (Proctor) shall assist the 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) in the maintenance of discipline 
among the students of the University * * *. 

(4) The Chatra-Parichalaka (Proctor) shall exercise such 
other powers and perform such other functions as may be assign¬ 
ed to him by the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) or the Shiksha- 
Samiti (Academic Council).

(3) All the members of the Samsad (Court) other than ex- 
officio members and the members representing the students, 
shall hold office for a term of three years from the date of their 
election or nomination, as the case may be. 

(4) Members representing studentg shall hold office for a 

term of one year from the dat e of their nomination or till suc'h, 
time as they continue to be students, whichever is earlier. 
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(5) No student who— 

(i) passed the High School or an equivalent examina¬ 
tion more than eight year earlier or the Pre-University or an 
equivalent examination more than seven years earlier, or 
had taken more than one year in excess of the period pres¬ 
cribed for the course for which he is a student;; anfl 

(ii) had not been on the rolls of the University for at 
least one year before he enters upon his office as such mem¬ 
ber; 

shall be eligible to become a member of the Samsad (Court) 

(6) No employee of the University shall be eligible to be 
a member under items (xvii ), (xviii), Axix) , (air) and (xxi) of 
clause (1),”; 

(8) for Statutes 12 to 19, 19A and 20, the following Statutes 
shall be substituted; namely: — 

“12. Meetings of the Samsad (Court) 

(2>) The annual meeting of the Samsad (Court) shall 
be held on a date to be fixed by the Karma-Samiti (Execu¬ 
tive Council) unless some other date has been fixed by the 
Samsad (Court) in respect of any year. 

(2) At an annual meeting of the Samsad (Court), the fol¬ 
lowing documents shall be presented, namely: — 

(i) a report on the working of the University during 
the previous year, which shall include among other things— 

(cm) steps taken to promote socially relevant 
research in physical and social sciences; 

(t>) extension activities related to the needs of the 
weaker sections of the society; and 

(c) activities for integration of the community life 
of the University with that of the wider world;

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(5) Special meetings of the Samsad (Court) may be con¬ 
vened by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), or the Upa- 
chary a (Vice-Chancellor), or if there is no Upacharya (Vice- 
Chancellor), by the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar). 

13, The Karma-Samki (Executive Council) 

(1) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall consist of 
the following members, namely: — 

(i) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(ii) the Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 
rural Reconstruction; 

(/ii) the Director of Culture and Cultural Relations; 

( iv ) the Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 
Service and Student Welfare; 

(u) the Adhyaksha of the Patha-Bhavana f ex-officio; 

(vi) one Adhyaksha from among the Adhyakshas of Palli- 
Samgathana Vibhaga and Palli-Siksha Sadan, by rotation 
according to seniority; 

(vti) one Adhyaksha from among the Adhyakshas of 
Kala-Bhavana and Sangeet Bhavana, by rotation according 
to seniority; 

(viii) one Adhyaksha from among the Adhyakshas of 
Vidya-Bhavana and Siksha Bhavana f by rotation according 
to seniority; 

(ixl) three Adhyapakas of the University, by rotation 
according to senority; 

(x) three persons to be elected by the Samsad (Court) 
from amongst its members, none of whom shall be an emp¬ 
loyee or a student of the University: 

Provided that one of the members so elected shall be a 
member of the Alumni Association; 

(ad) two persons to be nominated by the Paridarsaka 
(Visitor); 

(xii) one person to be nominated by the Pradhana (Rec¬ 
tor*); 

(xiii) one person to be nominated by the Acharya 
(Chancellor). 

(2) For the purpose of appointing the members under item 
(ir), of clause (1), a common seniority list of all the Adhyapakas 
of the University based on length of service in the University 
shall be maintained. 
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(3) Each member of the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), 
other than the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) and the Adhyaksha 
of Granthan Vibhaga shall hold office for a term of three years 
from the date of their election or nomination, as the case may be. 

(4) If any elected member of the Karma-Samiti (Executive 

Council) fails to attend four consecutive meetings of the Karma- 
Samiti (Executive Council) without the permission of the Upa- 
charya (Vice-Chancellor), he shall cease to be a member of the 
Karma-Sanviti (Executive Council). 

(5) Six members of the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), 

out of whom at least two members who are not employees of 
the University, shall form the quorum for a meeting of the Karma 
Samiti (Executive Council). 

14. Powers and functions of the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) 

Subject to the provisions of the Act, these Statutes and the 
Ordinances, the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall, in 
addition to all other powers vested in it under the Act exercise 
the following powers, namely:— 

(0 to appoint such adhyapakas and officers of the Uni¬ 
versity as may be necessary on the recommendation of the 
Selection Committee constituted for the purpose: 

Provided that no action in respect of the number, quali¬ 
fications, emoluments and other conditions of service of 
adhyapakas shall be taken by the Karma-SamiU (Executive 
Council) without .consulting the Siksha Samiti (Academic 
Council); 

( ii ) to create administrative, ministerial and other posts 
and to make appointments thereto in the manner prescribed 
by the Ordinances; 

(vii) to grant leave of absence to any officer of the Uni¬ 
versity, other than the Acharya (Chancellor) and the Upa¬ 
chary a (Vice-Chancellor), and to make arrangements for 
the discharge of the functions of such officer during his 
absence; 

(in) to regulate and enforce discipline among the emp¬ 
loyees in accordance with these Statutes and the Ordinance#: 

(v) to institute fellowships, scholarships, studentships, 
medals and prizes; 

(ui) to make such special arrangements as may be neces¬ 
sary for the residence and discipline of women students; 

(mi) to appoint examiners and moderators and, if neces¬ 
sary, to remove them, and to fix their fees, emoluments and 
travelling and other allowances, after consulting the Siksha- 
Samiti (Academic Council): 


(viii) to confer honarary degrees: 
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(ix) to transfer or accept transfers of any movable or 
immovable property on behalf of the University; 

(x) to accept, regulate and administer funds received 
from any trust; 

(xi) to provide buildings, premises, furniture and appa¬ 
ratus and other means needed for carrying on the work of 
the University; 

(mi) to enter into, vary, carry out and cancel contracts 
on behalf of the University; 

(xiii) to entertain, adjudicate upon, and, if thought fit, to 
redress any grievances of the employees and students of the 
University, who may, for any reason, feel aggrieved; 

(xiv) to select a common seal for the University and 
provide for the custody and use of such seal; 

(xu) to delegate any of its powers to the IJpacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor ), the Karma-Sachiva (Registrail) or the 
Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) or such other employee or 
authority of the University or to a Committee appointed by 
it as it may deem fit; and 

(xvi) to exercise such other powers and perform such 
other functions as may be conferred or imposed on it by 
the Act, or these Statutes. 

15. Hie Siksba-Samiti (Academic Council) 

(1) The SiksharSamiti (Academic Council) shall consist of 
the following members, namely: — 

(i) the TJpacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(ii) the Director of Studies, Educational Innovations 
and Rural Reconstruction; 

(iii) the Director of Culture and Cultural Relations; ■ 

(iv) the Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 
Service and Student Welfare; 

(o) the Adhyakshas of Institutes; 

(vi) the Heads of Departments; 

(vift) all Professors; 

( viii ) Granthagarika (Librarian); 

(ix) Chatra-Parichalaka (Proctor); 

(x) seven adhyapakas of th e University, other than 
Professors and Heads of Departments, by rotation according 
to seniority; 

(xi) three persons to be nominated by the Paridarsaka 
(Visitor); 

(xii) two students to be co-opted by the Siksha-Samiti 
(Academic Council) from amongst students who are profi¬ 
cient in studies, sports, extra-curricular activities and all¬ 
round development of personality and from amongit tho*e 
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who have won prizes in the preceding year in the field* 
studies fine arts sports and extension work or any other 
prizes at the level of Class X and above; 


(xiii) three students to be nominated by the L T pacharya 
(Vice-Chancellor) on the basis of merit so as to provide rep¬ 
resentation to any section of students which i* considered 
unrepresented; out of five representatives of students, at 
least one shall be a woman. 


(xiv) five persons not being in the service of the Univer¬ 
sity, co-opted by the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) for 
their special knowledge. 

(2) For the purpose of appointing the members under item 
(x), of clause (1), a common seniority list of adhyapakug of all 
categories, other than Professors, based on length of service 
shall be maintained. 

(3) T he members of the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Coun¬ 
cil), other than the ex-officio members and the members repre¬ 
senting the students, shall hold office for a term of three years 
from the date of their election or co-option, as the case may be. 

(4) Members representing students shall hold office for a 
term of two years from the date of their co-option or till auch 
time as they continue to be students whichever is earlier. 

(5) No student who— ! 

(i) passed the High School or an equivalent examination 
more than eight years earlier or the Pre-University or an 
equivalent examination more than seven years earlier, or had 
taken more than one year in excess of the period prescribed 
for the course for which he is a student; and 

(ii) had not been on the rolls of the University for at 

least one year before he enters upon his office as such mem¬ 
ber, /• 

shall be eligible to become a member of the Siksha-Samiti (Aca¬ 
demic Council). 

(6) Twenty members of the Siksha-Samiti (Academic 
Council)^shall form the quorum for a meeting of the Siksha- 
Samiti (Academic Council). 

(7) No member referred to in clause (4) shall have the 

right to be present at the meeting of the Siksha-Samiti (Acada- 
mic Council) when it takes up for consideration any of the 
following matters, namely: 

(a) the recruitment and conditions of service of posts in 
the faculties of the University; 

(b) annual processes of evaluating academic performan¬ 
ces# and merits of students. 
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1$. Powers and duties of the SiksJm StunlU (Academic Council) 

(1) Subject to the Act, these Statutes and the Ordinances, 
the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council), shall, in addition to all 
other powers vested in it under the Act, have the following 
powers, namely: — 

(a) to exercise general supervision over the academic 
policies of the University and the working of the Institutes; 

(b) to bring about intor-Bhavana co-ordination and to 
establish or appoint Committees for taking up projects on 
an inter-Shan ana basis; 

(c) to consider matters of general academic interest 
either on its own initiative or on a reference by a Bhavana 
* * * or the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) and to take 
appropriate action thereon; 

(d) to perform, in relation to academic matters, all such 
duties and to do all such acts as may be necessary for the 
proper carrying out of the provisions of the Act, these Sta¬ 
tutes and the Ordinances. 

(e) to frame such regulations and rules consistent with 
these Statutes and the Ordinances regarding the academic 
functioning of the University, discipline, residence, admis¬ 
sions, award of fellowships and studentships, fee conces¬ 
sions, corporate life and attendance. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause ( 1 ), no 
proposal agreed to by the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council), 
which involves financial implications shall be implemented with¬ 
out the prior approval of the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), 

The Artha Samlti (Finance Committee) 

(1) The Artha-Samiti (Finance Committee) shall consists 
of the following members, namely: — 

(i) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(ii) one Adhyaksha from among th e Adhyqkslias of the 
Institutes to be appointed by the Karma-Samiti (Executive 
Council); 

(Hi) one person to be appointed by the Karma-Samiti 
(Executive Council) from among its members other than 
an employee of the University; 

(iw) three persons to be nominated by the Paridarsaka 
(Visitor). 

(2) All the members of the Artha-Samiti (Finance Commit¬ 
tee), other than the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), shall hold 
office for a term of three years from the date of their appoint¬ 
ment or nomination, as the case may be. 

(3) Four members of the Artha-Samiti (Finance Commit¬ 
tee) shall form the quorum for a meeting of the Artha-Samati 
(Finance Committee). 
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(4) A member of the Artha-Samiti (Finance Committe#) 
shall have the right to record a minute of dissent if he does not 
agree with any decision of the Artha-Samiti (Finance Commit¬ 
tee). 

18. Powers and functions cf the Artha-Samiti (Finance Committee) 

(1) The Artha-Savubi (Finance Committee) shall meet at 
least twice every >ear to examine the accounts and to scrutinise 
proposals for expenditure. 

(2) The annual accounts and the financial estimates of the 
University prepared by the Vitta-Adhikari (Finance Officer) 
shall be laid before the Artha-Samiti (Finance Committee) for 
consideration and comments and thereafter submitted to the 
Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) for approval, 

(3) The Artha-Samiti (Finance Committee) shall fix limits 
for the total recurring and non-recurring expenditure for the 
year, based on the income and resources of the University 
(which, in the case of productive work, may include the proceeds 
of loans) and no expenditure shall be incurred by the University 
in excess of the limits so fixed. 

(4) No expec .liture other than that provided in the budget 
for any year shall be incurred by the University without the ap¬ 
proval of the Artha-Samiti (Finance Committee). 

19. Institutes 

(1) The University shall have the following Institutes,

(2) Each Institute, except the Granthana Vibhaga, shall 
have an Institute Board which shall consist of the following 
members, namely: — 

(f) Adhyaksha of the Institute 
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(it) Professors of the Institute, if any; 

(Hi) Heads of the Departments assigned to the Institute, 
who are not Professors, if i any; 

(ip) two Adhyapakas of the Institute by rotation accord¬ 
ing to seniority; 

(v) two persons to be nominated by the Siksha-Samiti 
(Academic Council) from the other Institutes of the Univer¬ 
sity; 

(vi) one student of the Institute to be nominated by the 
Adhyaksha of the Institute on the basis of merit in studies, 
sports, extra-curricular activities and all-round development 
of personality; 

(vii) one person not in the service of the University to 
be co-opted by the Board of the Institute for his special 
knowledge of any subject assigned to the Institute, 

(3) Members of the Institute Board, other than ex-officio 
members and the members representing students, shall hold 
office for a term of two years from the date of their nomination 
or co-option, as the case may be. 

(4) Members representing students shall hold office lor a 
term of one year from the date of nomination or so long as they 
continue to be students, which ever is earlier. 

(5) No student who— 

(i) passed the high school or an equivalent examination 
more than eight years earlier or the PrerUniversity or an 
equivalent examination more than seven year earlier or had 
taken more than one year in excess of the period prescribed 
for the course for which he Is a student; and 

(H) had not been on the rolls of the University for at 
least one year before he enters upon his office as such 
member, 

shall be eligible to become a member of the Board of the Institute, 

(6) Member representing students shall not be present at 
the meetings of the Board when it takes up for consideration 
matters pertaining to the appointment of examiners and exami¬ 
nation results. 

(7) An Institute Board shall have the following functions, 
namely: — 

(i) to co-ordinate the teaching and research activities of 
the Departments and the duties assigned to the Institute. 

(ii) to promote and provide for inter-disciplinary teach¬ 
ing and research; 

(Hi) to arrange for periodical tests, evaluation and 
examination in subjects falling within the purview ot -the. 
Institute; 

(iv) to appoint Committees or to undertake research 
projects common to more than one Department; 
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(v) to forward to the Karma Samiti (Executive Council) 
the recommendations of the Patha-Samitis- (Boards of 
Studies) and the Research Board; 

(vi) to approve courses of studies proposed by the Patha- 
Samitis (Boards of Studies); and 

(vii) to advise the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) 
and Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) on academic matters 
on its own initiative or on a reference made to it. 

( 8 ) (a) Each Institute shall consist of such Departments 
as may be assigned to it by the Ordinances. 

(b) No Department shall be established or abolished except 
by these Statutes: 

Provided that the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may, 
on the recommendation of the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council), 
establish centres of studies to which may be assigned such 
adhyapakas of the University as the Karma-Samiti (Executive 
Council) may consider* necessary. 

(c) Each Department shall consist of the following mem¬ 
bers, namely: — 

(i) adhyapakas of the Department; 

(it) Adhyaksha or Adhyakshas of the concerned Institute; 

{in) Honorary Professors, if any, attached to the De¬ 
partment; 

(iu) Such other persons as may be members of the De¬ 
partment in accordance with the provisions of the Ordinances; 

(u) two experts not in the service of the University to 
be co-opted by the Department.” 

20. Patha-Samitis (Board of Studies) 

(1) Each Department shall function as a Patha-Samiti 
(Board of Studies): 

Provided that the Institute Board may, wherever necessary, 
decide that instead of separate Patha-Sanviti (Board of Studies) 
for any Department, the Institute Board itself may function as 

the Patha-Samiti (Board of Studies). 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (1), the 
Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) may establish such Patha- 
Samitis (Boards of Studies), as may be considered necessary 
for inter-disciplinary research. 

(3) A Patha-Samiti (Board of Studies) shall have the follow¬ 
ing powers and functions, namely.— 

(a) to recommend to the Institute Board— 

(i) courses of studies; 
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ft*)' appointment of persons for evaluation; 

(iii) creation or abolition or upgrading of teaching 
posts; 

(iv) field of study of each post at the time of its 
creation;

( vi ) subjects for research for various degrees and 
other requirements of research work; and 

( vii ) appointment of Supervisors of Research; 

(b) to allocate teaching work among the teachers; 

(c) to consider matters of genera] and academic interests

(d) to perform such other functions as may be assigned 
to it by the Institute Board.

( 1 ) There shall be a Research Board to co-ordinate the 
research work of the various Institutes. 

(2) The Research Board shall consist of the following mem¬ 
bers, namely: — 

(/) the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor)—Chairman; 

(ii) Adhyakshas of Institutes; 

(iii) one Professor and one Reader from each Institute, 
to be nominated by the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(iv) not more than two outside experts to be co-opted

(3) The Research Board shall exercise such powers and 
perform such functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances.

20B. Heads of Departments 

(1) .Each Department shall have a Head whose terms and 
conditions of appointment shall be such as may be prescribed by 
the Ordinances. 

(2) In a Department, where there is more than one Pro¬ 
fessor, the Head of th e Department shall he appointed from 
among the Professors by the Karma-Samiti [Executive Council) 
on the recommendation of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor). 

Provided that if at any time there is only one Professor or no 
Professor in a Department, the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) 
shall appoint, on the recommendation of the Upacharya (Vice- 
Chancellor), the Professor, or a Reader, as the Head of a De¬ 
partment: 

Provided further that if there is no Professor or Reader in a 
Department, the Adhynksha * * * of the B Havana * * * concerned 
shall act as the Head of that Department. 
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(3) No Professor or Reader shall be compelled to accept the 
offer of appointment as the Head of a Department, 

(4) A person appointed as the Head of a Department shall 
hold such office for a period of three years and shall be eligible 
for re-appointnjent: 

Provided that a Head of Department on attaining the age of 
sixty years shall cease to hold office as such. 

(5) A Head of a Department may resign his office at any 
time during his tenure of office. 

(6) A Head of a Department shall exercise such powers and 
perform such functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

20C. Central Admission Committee 

(1) There shall be a Central Admission Committee of the

20D. Admission Committee for Institutes 

(1) There shall be an Admission Committee for each Institute 
of the University consisting of the following members, namely: —

(ii) Two adhyapakas of the Institute to be nominated 
by the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor); 

(hi) Two adhyapakas of the Institute to be nominated 
by the Adhyaksha of the Institute. 

(2) The Admission Committee of each Institute shall con¬ 
duct examinations, evaluation and other modes of testing for 
admission to the courses of the Institute, appoint examiners for 
the purpose of admission, and perform stich other functions as 
may assigned to it by the Central Admission Committee. 

20E. Composition and function of the Departmental Committee 

(1) Subject to the provisions of the Act, these Statutes and 
the Ordinances, there shall be a Departmental Committee for 
each Department, consisting of the Adhyaksha of the Department 
as Chairman and all other adhyapakas of the Department as 
members, 
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( 2 ) The Departmental Committee shall perform such func¬ 
tions as may be prescribed by the Ordinance*. 

20F. Bid! ding and Campos. Committee 

(1) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall appoint a 
Building and Campus Committee to look after the building pro¬ 
grammes in the campus of the University. 

(2) The composition of the Building and Campus Committee 
and its functions and powers shall be such as may be prescribed 
by the Ordinances. 

20G. Selection Committee 

(1) All appointments to permanent posts specified in column 

(1) of the Table below ,-clause (2) shall be made by the Karma- 
Samiti (Executive Council) on the recommendation of a Selection 
Committee. 1 

( 2 ) The Selection Committee referred to in clause (I) shall 
consist of—

Note 2.—The Professor to be nominated shall be a Professor concerned with 
the speciality for which the selection is being made and that the 
Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) shall consult the Head of the Depart* 
ment and the Adhyaksha of the Institute concerned before no- 
nating the Professor. 

(3) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), or in his absence,- the 
seniormost Professor of the University shall preside over the 
meetings of a Selection Committee. 


Karma-Sachlva 
(Registrar) or 
Vitta-Adhikari 
(Finance Officer). 
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(4) The meetings of a Selection Committee shall be conven¬ 
ed by the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) or in his absence, by the 
seniormost Professor. 

(5) Four members of a Selection Committee, of whom at 
least two persons, in the case of selection of a Professor, and one 
person, in the case of selection of a Header or Lecturer, as speci¬ 
fied in column (2) of the Table below clause (2), shall form the 
quorum for a meeting of the Selection Committee and subject to 
this, the procedure to be followed by a Selection Committee for 
making recommendations shall be laid down in the Ordinancesi 

(6) If the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) is unable to 
accept the recommendations made by a Selection Committee, it 
shall record its reasons and submit the case to the Paridarsaka 
(Visitor) for final orders. 

(7) Appointments to temporary posts of Professors, Readers 
and Lecturers shall be made in the manner indicated below: — 

(a) if the temporary vacancy is for a duration longer 
than one academic session, it shall be filled on the advice of 
the Selection Committee in accordance with the procedure 
indicated in the foregoing provisions of this Statute: 

Provided that if the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) is 
satisfied that in the interests of work it is nessary to fill the 
vacancy immediately, the appointment may be made on a 
purely temporary basis by a local Selection Committee 
referred to in sub-clause (b) for a period not exceeding six 
months; 

(b) if the temporary vacancy is for a period less than 
a year, an appointment to such vacancy shall be made on the 
recommendation of a local Selection Committee consisting of 
the Adhyaksha of the Bhavana *** concerned, the Head of 
the Department and a nominee of the Upacharya (Vice- 
Chancellor) : 

Provided that if the same person holds the offices of the 
Adhyaksha of the Bhavana *** and the Head of the Depart¬ 
ment, the Selection Committee may consist of two nominees 
of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor): 

Provided further that in case of sudden casual vacancies 
in teaching posts caused by death or any other reason, the 
Adhyaksha *** may, in consultation with the Head of the 
Department concerned, make a temporary appointment for 
a month and report to the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) and 
the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) about such appointment;' 

(c) no teacher appointed temporarily under the second 
proviso to sub-clause (b) shall, If be is not recommended by 
a regular Selection Committee for appointment, be continued 
in service on such temporary employment, unless lie is subse¬ 
quently selected by a local Selection Committee or a regular 
Selection Committee, for a temporary or permanent appoint¬ 
ment, as the case may be. 
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20H. Advisory Council for Educational Innovations 

(1) There -shall be constituted as soon as possible, but not 
later than one month from the date of comuiei-cement of the 
Visva-Bharati (Amendment) Act, 1983, an Advisory Council for 
Educational Innovations (hereinafter referred to as the Advisory 
Council) which shall be a Standing Committee of the Sikaha- 
Sarwiti (Academic Council), and shall consist of the following 
members, namely: — 

(i) The Vpacharya (Vice-Chancellor)—Chairman; 

~~ (i/) Director of Studies, Educational Innovations and 
Rural Reconstruction-—Member Secretary: 

(it;') Director of Culture and Cultural Relations; 

(iv) Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 

Service and Student Welfare; . 

(v) Adhyaksha of Palli-Samgathana Vibhoya; 

(vi) three members of the Siksha-Samiti (Academic 
Council) to be nominated by the Paridanaka (Visitor) ; 

(vit) four members of the Siksha-Samiti (Academic 
Council) to be nominated by the Upacharya (Vice-Chair- 
cellor). 

(2) The functions of the Advisory Council shall b© as 
follows: — 

(o) to review the present educational system at Visva- 
Bharati In the light of the teachings of Rabindranath Tagore 
particularly those relating to education; 

t 

(b) to suggest ways and means to: — 

(i) embody the educational Ideas of Rabindranath 

Tagore more adequately in the educational system of the 
University; . 

(ii) create an atmosphere and environment at Visvfl- 
Bharatl so as to provide a natural stimulus to the 
students and teachers to seek the values of truth, beaut) 
and goodness and harmony wltn nature; 

(iii) organise the structure of education, so as to 
provide opportunities to students to offer combinations 
of subjects belonging to humanities, sciences, fine-arts 
and technology; and 

(iv) develop new teaching-learning processes which 
will combine lectures, tutorial, seminars, demonstrations, 
self-studies and collective practical projects. 

(3) The Advisory Council shall be a permanent body and 
shall, from time to time, make such reports and suggestion# m it 
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may think proper to the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) 
which shall consider them as soon as possible. 

(4) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) shall, as soon 
as possible, consider the report of the Advisory Council and the 
recommendations of the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council), 
thereon and implement the recommendations of the Siksha-Samiti 
(Academic Council). 

(5) The Advisory Council shall submit ita reports to the 

Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) once in every year and the 
Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council) shall consider such reports 
and submit the reports along with its recommendations to the 
Karma-Samati (Executive Council) who shall implement the 
same. t 

(6) Such suggestions of the Advisory Council as have not 
been accepted by the S.iksha-Samiti (Academic Council) shall be 
submitted to the Paridarsaka (Visitor) by the Karma-Samiti 
(Executive Council) along with its recommendations for the 
advice of the Paridarsaka (Visitor), and the advice of the 
Paridarsaka (Visitor) shall be considered by the Siksha-Samiti 
(Academic Council) and the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council). 

201. Students' Council 

(I) There shall be constituted a Students’ Council consisting 
of:— . 


(i) The Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 
Service and Students Welfare—Chairman; 

(ii) all Doctorate and post-Doctorate students; 

(iii) all students who have won prizes in the fields of 
studies, fine arts, sports and extension work or any other 
prizes at the level of Class X and above; 

(iv) twenty-students to be nominated by the Siksha- 
Samiti (Academic Council) on the basis of merit in studies, 
sports, extra-curricular activities and all-round development 
of personality: 

Provided that any student of the University belonging 
to Class X and above shall have the right to bring up any 
matter concerning the University before the Students’ 
Council, if so, permitted by the Chairman, and he shall have 
the right to participate in the discussions at any meeting 
when the matter is taken up for consideration. 

(2) The functions of the Students’ Council shall be to make 
suggestions to the appropriate authorities of the University in 
regard to the programmes of studies, student welfare and other 
matters of importance in regard to the working of the Univer¬ 
sity in general, and suchl suggestions shall be made on the basis 
of consensus of opinion, 
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(3) The Council shall meet at least once in a year, prefer¬ 
ably at the beginning of the academic year. 

203 Appointment for a fixed tenure 

The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may appoint a person 
selected in accordance with the procedure laid down in Statute 
20G for a fixed tenure on such terms and conditions as it deems 
fit. 


20K, Age of retirement of employees of the IMvertHy 

(1) Save as otherwise provided in the Act, these Statutes 
and the Ordinances, all employees of the University shall retire 
on completing the age of sixty years. 

(2) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may, in the 
interests of the University, re-employ an adhy apakg , w ho has 
retired after the expiry of his contract: 

Provided that no adhyapnka shall be eligible to be re-employed 

under this clause, or on such re-employment to continue as an 
adhyapaka, after he has attained the age of sixty-five years; 

Provided further that an adhyapaka so re-employed shall not 
be eligible to hold the office oftheHead of a Department or thfe 
Adhyaksha of a Bhavana ***or any other office which involves 
administrative work: 

Provided also that the salary of such adhywpuka shall be fixed 

after taking into consideration the pension or" other retirement 
benefits drawn or to be drawn by him. 

20L. Recognised adhyapakas 

(1) The qualifications of approved adhyapakas and adhyapakas 

recognised by the University shall b<Tsuch as'may btTprescribed 
by the Ordinances. 

(2) The manner of approving or recognising adhyapakas and 

withdrawal of such approval or recognition shall"belluch’as may 
be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

(3) The period of approval or recognition of an adhyapaka 
shall be determined by the Ordinances made in that b^haif"“~" 


20M. Seniority lists 

(/) Whenever, in accordance with these Statutes, any person 
is to hold an office or be a member of an authority of the University 
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by rotation according to seniority, such seniority shall.be deter¬ 
mined according to the length of continuous service of such 
person in his grade, and in accordance with such other principles 
as the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may, from time to 
time, prescribe. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) to 
prepare and maintain, in respect of each class of persons to whom 
the provisions of these Statutes apply, a complete and up-to-date 
seniority list in accordance with the provisions of clause (1). 

(3) If two or more persons have equal length of continuous 
service in a particular grade or the relative seniority of any 
person or persons is otherwise in doubt, the Karma-Sachiva 
(Registrar) may, on his own motion and shall, at the request of 
any such person, submit the matter to the Karma-Samiti (Exe¬ 
cutive Council) whose decision thereon shall he final. 

20N. Removal of employees other than adhyapakas and 
academic staff of the University 

(7) Notwithstanding anything contained In the terms of hla 
contract of service or of his appointment, an employee of the 
University other than an adhyapaka or a member of the academic 
staff, may be removed by the authority which is competent to 
appoint the employee if he were to be appointed on the date of 
such removal (hereafter in this Statute referred to as the 
appointing authority), if the authority aforesaid is satisfied that 
such employee— 

(a) is of unsound mind or is a deaf-mute or suffers from 
contagious leprosy; or 

(b) is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(c) has been convicted by a court of an offence involving 
moral turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof to 
imprisonment for not less than six months: 

Provided that no such employiee of the University shall 
be removed from his office unless a resolution to that effect is 
passed by the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) by a majority 
of two thirds of its members present and voting. 

(2) No employee shall be removed under clause (1) until 
he has been given a reasonable opportunity of showing cause 
against the action proposed to be taken in regard to him. 

(3) Where the removal of such employee is for a reason 
other than that specified in sub-clause (c) of clause (f), he shall 
be given three months’ notice in writing or be paid three months’ 
salary in lieu of such notice. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in these Statutes, 
an employee, other than an adhyapaka or a member of the 
academic staff, shall be entitled to resign,— 

(a) if he is a permanent employee, only after giving 
three months’ notice in writing to the appointing authority 
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o r paying to the University three months’ salary in lieu 
thereof; 

( b ) if he is not a permanent employee, only after giving 
one month’s notice in writing to the appointing “authority or 
paying to the University one month’s salary in lieu thereof. 

( 5 ) A resignation by an employee under clause (4) shall 
take effect from the date on which the resignation is accepted 
by the appointing authority. 

200. Disciplinary control of the University 

(1 ) Where any adhyapaka or other employee of the Univer¬ 
sity is entrusted by the University with any duties, such adhya- 
'paka or employee shall be subject to the disciplinary control "of 
tiis University and the University shall be competent to take 
disciplinary action against such adhyapaka or other employee 
for the breach of such duty or any *oi¥ence committed in relation 
to the duties so assigned to him. 

(2) An adhyapaka or other employee of the University shall 
be subject to the disciplinary control of the University in relation 
to any misconduct committed by him within the precincts of 
the University or in connection with any examination conducted 
by the University and the University shall be competent to tBke 
disciplinary action against such adhyapaka or other employee 

for such misconduct. 

(3) Where any student of the University commits any mis¬ 
conduct within the precincts of the University or commits any 
offence in relation to any examination conducted by the Univer¬ 
sity, the University shall be competent to take disciplinary 
action against such student for such misconduct. 

(4) No disciplinary action referred to in the foregoing clauses 
shall be taken except after giving the person concerned a rea¬ 
sonable opportunity of showing cause and of being heard against 
the proposed action. 

(5) The power to take disciplinary action under this Statute 
shall include the power to impose penalties for the breach of 
any duty, offence or misconduct for which such disciplinary 
action is taken, 

(6) The provisions of this Statute shall have effect notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in any other provision of the Act 
or in any other law for the time being in force or in any 
instrument, rules or regulations having effect by virtue of the 
Act or any such law. 

20P. Eight of appeal or review 

(1) Every employee or student of the University, who is 
aggrieved by the decision of any officer or authority, other than 
.he Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), shall, notwithstanding 
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any other provision contained in the Act or these Statutes or 
Ordinances, have the right to prefer an appeal against such deci¬ 
sion, within such time as may be prescribed in this behalf by 
these Statutes, to the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), and 
thereupon the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may confirm, 
modify or reverse the decision appealed against. 

(2) An employee or student of the University aggrieved by 
a decision of the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) and who, 
from the discovery of any new or important matter or evidence 
which, after the exercise of due diligence, was not within his 
knowledge or could not be produced by him at the time when 
the decision was made, or on account of some mistake or error 
apparent on the face of the record or for any other sufficient 
reason, desires to obtain a review of the decision made against 
him, may apply, within such time as may be prescribed by these 
Statutes, for a review of such decision to the Karma-Samiti 
(Executive Council) and the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) 
may, on such review, confirm, modify or reverse the decision. 

20Q. Bight of appeal in certain other cases 

(1) Any student or candidate for an examination whose 
name has been removed from the rolls of the University, by the 
orders of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), or who has been 
debarred from appearing at such examination for two or more 
years, may, within ten days of the receipt by him of such orders, 
prefer an appeal to thg Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) and 
the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may confirm, modify or 
reverse the decision of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor). 

(2) Any dispute arising out of any disciplinary action taken 
by the University against a student resulting in the removal of 
the name of such student from the rolls of the University for a 
period of more than three months shall, at the request of the 
student, be referred to a Tribunal to be called the Students’ 
Tribunal which shall consist of one member nominated by the 
Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), one member nominated by 
the student concerned and one member (who shall act as the 
umpire) nominated by the Paridarsaka (Visitor). 

(3) The provisions of sub-sections (2) to (6) of section 3ft 
of the Act shall apply to the Students’ Tribunal referred to in 
clause (2) as they apply to the Tribunal of Arbitration constituted 
under sub-section ( 1) of that section.” 

(9) in clause (3) of Statute 21, in sub-clause (d), in the opening 

paragraph, for the words “Every person who successfully completed 
a course of studies at”, the words “Every person who has been on 
the rolls of” shall be substituted; 

(10) in Statute 22, for clause (2), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“(2) The Karma-Samiti (Executive Council) may, by a 
resolution passed by a majority of not less than two-thirds of the 
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members present and voting, withdraw, with the previous sanction 
of the Acharya (Chancellor), any honorary degree conferred by 
the University.”; 

(12) after Statute 24, the following Statutes shall be inserted, 
namely: — 


“24A. Disqualifications 

(2) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as, and 
for being, a member of any of the authorities of the University 
if he— 

(a) is of unsound mind or is a deaf-mute or suffers from 
contagious leprosy; or 

(b) is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(c) has been convicted by a court of an offence involving 
moral turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof to imprison¬ 
ment for not less than six months. 

(2) If any question arises as to whether a person is or had 
been subject to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause 
(1), the question shall be referred for the decision of the 
Paridarsaka (Visitor) and his decision shall be final and no suit 
or other proceeding shall lie in any civil court against such 
decision. 

24B. Membership of authorities by virtue of membership 

Notwithstanding- anything contained in these Statutes, a 
person who holds any post in the University or is a member of 
any authority or body of the University in his capacity as a 
member of a particular authority or body or as the holder of a 
particular appointment shall hold such office or membership only 
for so long as he continues to be a member of that particular 
authority or body or the holder of that particular appointment, 
as the case may be,”; 

(22) in Statute 25, for the words ‘‘preside over a meeting, 

authority or committee”, the words “Preside over a meeting of any 
authority of the University or any committee thereof’ 1 shall be 
substituted; 

(13) for Statute 26, the following Statute shall be substituted 
namely: — 


“26. Resignation 

Any member, other than an ex-offido member of the Samsad 
(Court), the Karma-Samiti (Executive Council), the Siksha- 
Samiti (Academic Council) or any other authority of thlei Uni¬ 
versity or any Committee of such authority may resign his office 
by letter addressed to the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar) and the 
resignation shall take effect as soon as such letter is received by 
the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar).”; 
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(14) in Statute 47, for clauses (3) and (4), the following clauses 
shall be substituted, namely: — 


“(3) Without prejudice to the generality of his powers relating 
to the maintenance of discipline and taking such action, as may 
seem to him appropriate for the maintenance of discipline, the 
Vpadiarya (Vice-Chancellor) may, in the exercise of his powers, 
by order, direct that any student or students be expelled or 
rusticated, for a specified period, or be not admitted to a course 
or courses of study in an Institute or a Department of the Uni¬ 
versity for a stated period, or be punished with fine for an 
amount to be specified in the order, or be debarred from taking 
an examination or examinations conducted by the University, an 
Institute or a Department for one or more years, or that TTe 
restutsox the student or students concerned in the examination 
or examinations in which he or they have appeared be cancelled. 


( 4 ) The Heads of special centres, Adhyakshas of the Insti¬ 
tutes and Heads of teaching Departments in the University^ shall 
have the authority to exercise all such disciplinary powers over 
the students in their respective centres, Institutes and teaching 
Departments in the University as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct of such special centres, Institutes and teaching 
Departments. 


(5) Without prejudice to the powers of the Vpacharya (Vice- 
Chancellor) and the persons specified in clause (4), detailed 
rules of discipline and proper conduct shall be made by the 
University. 


(6) The Heads of special centres, Adhyakshas of the Insti¬ 
tutes and Heads of teaching Departments in the University may 

also make such supplementary rules as they deem necessary for 
the aforesaid purposes and every student of the University shall 
be supplied with a copy of the rules made by the University and 
the supplementary rules so 'made shall be supplied to the 
students concerned. 

(7) At the time of admission, every student shall be required 
to sign a declaration to the effect that he submits himself to the 
disciplinary jurisdiction of the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor) 
and other authorities of the University.”; 


(15) after Statute 49, the following Statute shall be inserted, 
namely: — 


“50. Delegation of powers 

Subject to the provisions of the Act and these Statutes, any 
officer or authority of the University may, in the manner pres¬ 
cribed in the Ordinances, delegate his or its powers to any other 
officer or authority or person under his or its respective control 
subject to the condition that the overall responsibility for the 
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exercise of the powers so delegated shall continue to vest in 
the officer or authority delegating such powers.”. - 

28. (1) Every authority of the University shall, as soon as may be, 
after ”the commencement of this Act, be constituted in. accordance with 
the provisions of the principal Act, and of the Statutes of the University, 
as amended by this Act and until any such authority is constituted, the 
authority functioning immediately before such commencement shall 
continue to exercise all the powers and perform all the duties under the 
principal Act and the Statutes , so amended. 

(2) The Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), the Karma-Sachiva (Registrar), 
the Artha-Sachiva (Treasurer) and the Granthagarika (Librarian) hold¬ 
ing office immediately before the commencement of this Act, shall, on 
and from such commencement hold their respective offices for the same 
tenure and upon the same terms and conditions as they held if imme¬ 
diately before such commencement. 

(3) The Acharya (Chancellor), Adhyakshas of the Institutes and the 
Chatra-Parichalaka (Proctor)*** shall, as soon as may be, after the com¬ 
mencement of this Act, be appointed in accordance with the provisions 
of the principal Act and the Statutes of the University as amended by 
this Act and the person holding any such office immediately before such 
commencement shall continue to hold that office until his successor enters 
upon his office. 

(4) The person holding the office of the Dean of Student Welfare im¬ 
mediately before the commencement of this Act, shall continue to hold 
that office until the Director of Physical Education, Sports, National 
Service and Students’ Welfare enters upon his office. 

29. Anything done, any action taken or any degree or other academic 

distinction conferred by the Visva-Bharati before the commencement of 
this Act shall, notwithstanding any change made by this Act in the con¬ 
stitution of the Samsad (Court), the Karma-Samitt (Executive Council), 
the Siksha-Samiti (Academic Council), or any other authority of the 
University, be valid as if such thing were done, action were taken or 
degree or other academic distinction were conferred under the provisions 
of the principal Act as amended by this Act. 

30. I f any difficulty arises with respect to the establishment of any 
authority of the University or in connection with the first meeting of any 
authority of the University, the Paridarsdka (Visitor) 1 may, in consul¬ 
tation with the Upacharya (Vice-Chancellor), by order make any appoint¬ 
ment or do anything which appears to him necessary or expedient for 
the proper establishment of that authority or for the first meeting of that 
authoriy.
